As incident has just closed in regard to the 
transit pase trade in the Kwang Provinces 
which deserves to be mado public for the 
benefit of Hongkong traders. Desirous of 
testing the efliency of the recent transit 
pass arid Iekin proclamations by the Kwang 
officials, for the safe condiict of forcign 
imported gouds into the interior without 
the personal guidance of a foroignor or of 
transport in a specially-hired cargo boat, 
‘Mr W.F, Wenyon, who has probably 
mere expericnce of transit pass trade 
in China than any other trader, des- 
patched, quite recently, a caso of goods 
by an ordinary passenger and cargo- 
“Dost from Canton to Shiu-kwan, a town 
situated on the North River, at the point 
where the river ceases to be navigable 
beats. Shiu-kwan is 276 
miles from Canton. A transit pass,. 
duly stamped, was procured from the | 
lekin station at Canton. Two days later, 
the boat left Canton with a miscellancous 
cargo and twenty Chinese passengers. 
The lekin barrier at Tzu-tung was reach- 
ed one evening, and on the following 
morning the boat was examined by the 
Ickin officials, who declared that'it was il- 
legal to bring up goods under transit pass 
in the same boat with goods not covered by 
transit pass, The boatman tried to arrange 
the affair by offering @ small sum of money, 
but the Customs officials haughtily de- 
nianded ‘ several tons of dollars before they 
could talk.’ The boatmaster theroupon 
roturned to Canton by’ slipper boat, and 
an intimation of the difficulty was for- 
warded to Hongkong. Before Mr Wen- 
yon could resch Canton, the boat- 
maator had returned to Tzu-tung to try to 
pacify his passengers, who were naturally 
incensed at the delay. On arrival at 
Tzu-tung, Mr Wenyon found that the boat 
had been allowéd to proceed, after payment 
of o fine. A statemont of the ense was 
ubtained from tho Iekin uiltielss Thoy 
stated positively and distinctly that the boat 
had beon delayed for having brought goods 
under transit pass in, the. same ‘boat with 
goods not under transit pass, They also 
said that on the payment of ‘boat money’ 
and ‘tou monoy’ they had cleared the 
boat. Recognising that this action of the 
Chinese, officials would seriously increase 
the difficulty of shipping goods to the im- 
terior, for not only would this boatmaster 
refuse to take transit pass goods in future 
but he might be depended upon to inform 
other boatmasters who would ‘be afraid to 
incur the delay and expense entailed, Mr 
Wonyon proceeded to take tho only mea- 
sure likely to restore confidence among the 
boat people. a. 7. 
. Inthe absence of Mr Fraser, the facts 
were laid before Mr J. W. Jamieson, the 
Acting Vice Consul in charge at Canton.

Mr Wenyon also lodged a claim for bare 
‘expenses inourred, without s claim, how- 
ever, for loss” in 
inconvenience, Last week, he was in- 
formed that the facts of the case had been 
submitted to H.E, the Customs Superin- 
tendent at Canton, who, without waiting to 
learn how the Tzu-tung officials would seck 
to justify themselves, at once paid over the 
full amount claimed. - As soon as the boat- 
master returns to Canton he will be in- 
demnifiod by Mr Wenyon for the fine in- 
flieted and the delay experienced at Tzu- 
tung.

Parcela must bo posted in Hongkong 
before 3 p.m. on tho day before the dopar- 
ture of the Mail, Those arriving from the 
Const, &e., after this hour aro kept for the 
following P. & O, Mail.

After the Japanese navy had secure an 
edueated staif af afticers for itself the for- 
cign officers or instructurs were dismissed, 
the Japsnese Government being desirous 
of showing the world that it could run its 
own navy. Admiral James was retired on 
a pension, which he still enjoys. Becom- 
ing weary of idleness, he applied for the 
agency of some large shipbuilding firms in 
England, and was instrumental in selling 
several vessels, war’ ships both old and 
new, to the Japanese Government, te his 
own financia) advantage. 

Admiral James is averse to being inter- 
viewed, and particularly as to the object 
of his secret mission to England. . 

‘I do not mind saying, however,’ ho 
explained, ‘that my trip has something to 
do with naval affairs—shipbuilding, in fact 
—Dbut us nothing has been settled yot, it 
would be very premature to discuss it. 
You people here seem to want a monopoly 
of the Japanese trade. You can't have it 5 
that is all.’
